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1, Introduction ; Since the last Progress Reports on Subject 

submitted per references, we have continued to use him as a DSU spotter 
and Informant, son, £H- is now settled in the Fedrep and 

-^T^is working on ajSänne River bärge. Tv;o of Subject's DSU leads, Kurt 
^SSCHALWIG and whose association with Subject was compromised 

to the MfS by d JIl, did not report back to BECRIPPIß-2 pr Subject 
from October 1955 until Jamary 1956, The third lead, HermaixS^ÖTANGE, 
has not reported back since 2 October 55» On 30 December 55 the MfS 
apparently made an attempt to kidnap Subject's wife Itom West Berlin, 

Since that time Subject thinks he has been under irregulär surveillance. 

We intend to resettle Subject and his wife in ITest Germany for security 
reasons. 

2, Receiii Ac tivitles; BECRIPPLE-2 has remained in contact with 

Subject since ihe d JU aSfsdr and Subject has continued to supply 
US with operational Information on the DSU, In addition, Subject still 
reports on each former saiHng friend whom he meets in West Berlin» Be- 
cause of £Z- d involvement with the MfS which showed that Subject 

was under MfS Observation, we have not attempted to meet with any of 
Subject's leads T/ith the exception of continued developaent of the three 
individuals mentioned above. 

3, Status of Harry WALLE ; WALLE was met by BECRIPPLE-2 on h August 

and 1 October 195^ • Öuring the it August meeting WALLE was carefully briefed 
by BECRIPPLEI-2 on the arrest and interrogation of Zd ~7 BECRIPPLEI-2 

told WALLE exactly what d ^ had said to the MfS about WALLE 's 

association with Subject, BEGRIPPLE-2 reassured WALLE that CL. -ZU 
had not told the MfS of WALLE 's contact with BEGRIPPLE-2 and BECEIPPLE-2 
told WALLE never to admit this even under heaviest pressure, BECRIPPLE-2 
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added that 'WÄliIiE could adrait the social meetings he had had with Subject during 
possible interrogation by the MfS, but that any admissions on Subject’s part 
must stop at this point. WÄLLE was told never to return to Subject’s home and 
was told to call BECRIPPLE-2 via the BEKING-13 telephone number to arrange meet- • 
ings with BECRIPPLE-2. He was told to call the number only after making absolut ely 
certain he was not under MfS surveillance, If WATLE determined he was under 
surveillance after entering West Berlin he was to make some small purchases in 
a West Berlin störe and return immediately to Bast Berlin. After BECÄIPPLB-2 
went over all Information with MLLE and instructed him exactly how to act during 
an MfS interrogation, WÄLLE returned to East Berlin. After the 1; August meeting 
IKäLLE returned to West Berlin on 1 October 1959 aiid was met again by BECRIPFLE-2 . 
During this meeting BECRIPPLE-2 had no occasion to suspect that WALLE had in the 
meantime been arfested and turned against us by the MfS. WÄLLE returned to East 
Berlin after the 1 October meeting but did not report back to West Berlin until 
the afternoon of 5 Januaiy 56 when he appeared at Subject’s home strictly against 
BEGRIPPLE-2 ' s explicit instructions . Subject was not at home at the 'time of 
WALLE' s visit and Subject's daughter told WALLE that Subject was not expected 
to return soon. WÄLLE said he would ccme again but has not been heard from since. 

PLeld Comments ; The possibility exists that WALLE was arrested after the 1 October 
meeting with BECRIPPLE^2 and was sent to Subject's residence on 5 January 56 on 
some sort of MfS missiön. WALLE could have been sent to Subject to determine 
Subject's reaction to the MfS kidnap attempt on Subject 's wife, reported in para. 

8 below, The possibility further exists that WALLE knew he was under MfS sur- 
veillance when carrying out the mission and he therefore did not attempt to call 
BECRIPPLE-2 by the BEKING-13 contact number. WALLE has not reappeared at Subject 's 
house nor has he called the BEKING-13 contact number since 5 January. We assume 
that if WALLE had confessed to the MfS his association with BECRIPPLEJ-2, the MfS 
woxjld have tried to double WALLE back and WÄLLE would have called in via the 
BEICENGI-13 number as he was instructed to do by BECRIPPLE-2. 

h» Status of Kurt SCHALWIG : SCHALWIG was met by BECRIPPLE-2 on 2: September 

and was given generally ihe same briefing about the C. Haffair as was 

WALLE, SCHALWIG was told not to deny social contact with Subject during MfS 
interrogation but to deny ever having been introduced to BECRIPPLE-2 by Subject. 
BECRIPPLE-2 went over with SCHALWIG all details given the MfS by d ~1 

SCHALWIG was told to arrange meetings with d ^ via the BEKJlJG -13 telephone 
number only and not to visit Subject in the future. He went backi/to the DDR the 
jsame day, SCHALWIG returned to West Berlin on 22 October 55 and gave BECRIPPLB-2 
[no indication that he had been arrested and turned by the MfS in the meantime, 
^However, SCHALWIG did not report back to BECRIPPLE-2 from 22 October to ik January 
56. On lU January SCHALWIG called the BEKING-13 number and BECRIPPLE-2 arranged 
to meet him by the rear entrance to the Botanische Garten in Steglitz at iJ+OO 
hours. Since it was suspicious that SCHALVICG had not reported in for so long 
(he is very interested in the mon^ he receives from BECHIPPLE-2 and would not 
have let Christmas go by for no small reason), BECRIPPLE-2 had CI C. 

CI» countersurveil the Botanische Garten meeting site, They did this and 
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detecired nothing out of the ordinary. After meeting SCHAL13I0, BECRIPPLE-2 

took him by taxi to a West Berlin Gasthaus for debriefing. 

5. SCHALWIG said that he had been in Stettin only once since his last 
meeting wlth BECRIPPIiE-2 on 22 October and on this occasion his bärge did not 
load or unload in Stettin. The rest of the time he was transferred to a bärge 
on the Elbe routes and transported coal between Puerstenberg/Oder — ^Magdeburg— . 
Coswig. SCHALWIG* s bärge continually was in tow and he co^lld not find time to 
come to West Berlin for a meeting. SCHALT/IG said that his new bärge was the 

' “Haniel“, DSU registration nuinber IV-222 , 832 tons, one of the best of the DSU 
bärge fleet. SCHALWIG added that the helmsman of his new bärge, one (fnu) SCHULZ 
born ca 1919, lives Magdeburg, talks a lot but SCHALWIG has not yet been able to 
judge SCHULZ's political Orientation since SCHULZ does not talk about politics. 

The bärge itself has been in the water continually for 10 years and is now under- 
going repairs at Schoenebeck* For this reason SCHALWIG finally was able to get 
to West Berlin to see BECRIPPL&-2 on li; January. 

6. Düring the debriefing of SCHALWIG, he mentioned that he had heard of 

the arrest for espionage of C. Hby Polish Security Forces in Stettin* 

SCHALWIG placed the time of JJ s arrest as the beginning of November 55« 

As far as SCHALWIG Icnows, id, -GH had not been returned to the DDR from Polaud. 
SCHALWIG also had heard from other bärge men that a former member of the DSU 
Stettin Office, one Frl. SCHULZ, who had worked with C__ JU , was arrested* 
(Pield Comment: This undoubtedly is a mistake and should be the true name of 

d flj.) SCHALWIG said that he had heard that BBTAFITE^2 was able to send 
SCHULZ to Genthin (d di permanent residence) with her personal belong- 

ings prior to his arrest. After CL d arrest, d J deck hand, 

whose first name SCHALWIG thinks is Karl and who also is a resident of Genthin, 
attempted suicide on d d; bärge. fField Comment; It seems that SCHALV/IG 

also has mixed up the first name of d JZJdeck hand, whose first name is 

Richard. ) 

Field Comment ; Düring the ll; January meeting BECRIPPLE-2 questioned SCHALWIG 
closely about his activities since his last appearance in Y/est Berlin on 22 October 
and BECRIPPLE-2 thinks SCHALWIG is telling the truth. SCHALWIG reported during 
his August meeting with BECRIPPLE-2 that he was slated for eventual transfer to 
the new bärge •‘Haniel" and there seems to be no special significance to the trans- 
fer. SCHALWIG did or.said nothing during the iJ^ January interview to arouse 
BECRIPPIE-2 ' s suspicions that he may have been arrest ed and doubled in the interim. 
SCHALWIG returned to the DDR the same day and he was told to keep his ears open 
for more information on arrest s in general of DSU employees. He was given no 
specific mission to perform. He will report back once his new bärge is ready to 
travel, possibly sometime during February. 



7. Status of Hermann STAI\fGE ; STAI'JGE was met by BECRIPPLE-2 on 2 and 25' August 
1955 and was also briefed on the arrest and interrogation of CI ~~1 However, 
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STMGE's briefing was handled by Subject instead of BECRIPPIjE- 2 since BBCRIPPLE-2 
attende4 the above two meetings in a passive capacity only« STMC3S has been 
untruthful on operational matters to both Subject and BEGRIPPIiE-2 during past 
meetings and was mistrusted for this. For this reason STMGE was never given 
the BEKING-13 telephone nvonber and still was met through personal contact with 
Subject* During the above meetings STANGE was told that we were still interested 
in' obtaining -waterway charts from him and he promised to try to bring them to 
Fest Berlin» STAN® returned to West Berlin on 2 Ootober 55 and said that he 
still had not been able to procure the waterway charts. He said that he wovild 
try to get the charts and bring them to Fest Berlin on 10 October 1955. He has 
not been heard from since. 

Field Commaat t As stated above, both BEGRIPPLE-2 and Subject caught STANGE in 
lies during meetings with him and the possibility exLsted that STAJ\fGE had been 
sent to Subject by the MfS or had been tumed by the MfS sometime after he started 
meeting with Subject in Fest Berlin. Fe cannot explain SlÄ|^Gffi!s : failure to re- 
port back to Subject other than that he became disinterested in Subject ’s offer 
to pay him for the waterway charts or eise he was arrested by the MfS. If he had 
been an MfS agent all the time we think he would have returned for the scheduled 
meeting on 10 October. / ^ t 

8* . Kidnap A'btempt on Subject's Fife : In Noven±»er 55 Identity 2, Subject ’s 

wife, got a Job with a Fest Berlin Contracting firm cleaning recently completed 
buildings . On 30 December 1955 at 1200 hours she went out one entrance of a 
newly constructed building across from the Schoenberg Rathaus with the Intention 
of going in another entrance. As she was about to go back into the building a 
taxi pulled up to the entrance and a man got out. The man asked Subject her name 
and when Subject answered the man told her that her husband had Just been involved 
in a serious accident and was calling for her at ”the hospital.” The man said 
that Subject had sent for her and that she should accompany him back to the hospital. 
After the pre'vious MfS ruse of C ^ to draw Identity 2 into East Berlin and 

hei* failure to comply -väth the MfS instructions given her, both 6ECfDQßlZ^2 and 
Subject had warned Identity-2 that an attempt might be made by the MfS to return 
her to East Berlin. Because of the warnings by BECRIPPLE-2 and Subject, and out 
of an intuitive, feelihg for danger, she Jerked away from the man and ran back into 
the house. Once inside she looked back ■fco see the man return to the taxi and drive 
away. She.did not see the license number of the taxi but she says 'the man and the 
taxi driver were the only ones in the vehicle. She did not see the taxi driver 
clearly but she was able to describe the man as foUows: 

Born' ca 1905, powerful build, about 1.80 meters tall, bro-wn leather coat, 

brown hat pulled fairly f ar do-van over his forehead. 



9. After finding out that Subject was all right and had not been involved 
in an accident, Identity 2 returned to work. Identity 2 is the victim of a heart 
disorder and the same day she passed out while standing on a footstool cleaning 
•Windows in the apartraent building . She feil to the ^^oor and received a brain 
concussion, spending thenßx^--tWo~ineeks~in. the AÜgüsta~1Fikt^^a Hospital in 
Friedenau. To thisdateT^he is confined to Hot home and islltidQr the care of_ 
^Professor'jerhhaiSÖ^RTIN, Berlin-Neukoelln, Karl-Marx-Strasse 
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Field Co mment; Although BECRIPPLE-2 had no reason to doubt the above story, 
we sent C -3 on 2 February $6 to talk with Professor MARTIN, CT 

told MARTIN that he was a refugee official and that he wanted to determine 
whether or not Identity 2 was well enough for possible flight to the Fedrep, 
MARTIN told C_ SJ that he had attended Identity 2 since 23 January $6, 

the date of her release from the Augusta Viktoria Hospital, MARTIN verified 
that Identity 2 had had an accident the end of December 5$ and that she was 
suffering from a head injury, ÄCARTIN s^d that he feit that Identity 2 would 
be able to retum to work about l6 February ^6, 

10. Surveillance of Sub 3 "ect s Since the kidnap attempt Subject has 
detennined that he has been under periodic surveillance while going to and 
from work, BECRIPPIiE-2, who has had quite a lot to do with surveillance during 
his Ufetime, questioned Subject in detail about his suspicions and he thinks 
that Subject 's Claims are well-founded. Three persons suspected by Subject of 
following him on occasion to and from work are described as foUows: 

a, Male, born ca 1907# 1.70 m tall, powerful build, thinning. blond 
hair, full face, light brown süit, light trench coat, yellow muffler, 
no hat, head looks small for his heavy build. üpon discussing the man 
with Identity 2, Subject does not think he is the .sarne one who attempted 
to kidnap Identity 2, 

b, Male, bom ca 190^, 1.6^ m tall, medium build, oval to full face, 
U^t green winter coat, black hat, Subject and Identity 2 also do not 
think that this man is identical to the man who attempted to kidnap 
Identity 2. 

c, Female, born ca 1930, small figure, good looking, 1.5^ meters 
tall, black hair, large glasses with dark brown rims, dark brown coat, 
always without hat and purse, 

11, In addition, Subject reports that on 21 January $6 a man came to the . 
bs^ery where Subject 's 17-year-old daughter works and asked for her by last 
name, The daughter was not there at the moment, having been sent to a branch 
Store in the neighborhood by the bakery owner, The man then asked the bakei^y 
owner for the address of the branch störe and after receiving it, left in that 
direction. In the meantime, the daughter returned to the main störe and was 
told about the unknoTm visitor, The daughter had been well informed of the 
previous kidnap attempt on Identity 2 and ■niien the visitor returned again to 
the main störe she watched him from a back room. The bakery ov/ner told the man 
that the daughter had not returned and the man again left. Subject 's daughter 
reported the above incident and when discussing the physical description of the 
man with Identity 2 she is sure that the visitor is identical to the MfS official 
who was present at the interrogation of Identity 2 in East Berlin on 28 July 
195^ (Para 2 of Reference (l).

12. Conclusions : Since we have no reason to doübt the storj told by 

Identity 2 of the kidnap attempt and since we also have no reason to doubt 
the suiweillance suspicions of Subject, we must then conclude that the MfS 
still has an active interest in getting at BECRIPPIE-2 via Subject or menibers 
of Subject 's family, We have also been able to check at least part of Subject 's 
story by sending (~ ^ to interview the Doctor attending Subject 's wife» 

We thus decided to atterapt to persuade Subject to take his family and leave 
West Berlin. Subject's wife, who until this time wanted to stay in West Berlin, 
was ready to leave. But Subject still hesitated because he had been able to 
furnish a room in West Berlin since his arrival here and he hated to leave 
everybhing behind a second time. Subject did agree to write to his brother-in- 
law in Minden, West Gerraany, and inquire ab out emplojTiient on West German 
Inland waterways. The brother-in-law later replied that he thought Subject 
woiild have no trouble whatsoever getting a Job there but he would think Subject 
might have trouble f inding ten^jorary quarters for his family udiile getting the 
Job, The brother-in-law volunteered to try to put Subject and his family up 
\intil Subject found a Job but he suggested that Subject come alone to West 
Germany first to look over employment possibilities in person, Subject thus 
decided to move mth his family to West Germany and he intends to leave sometime 
during the first part of March, We way-billed Subject to Prankfurt/Main on 

10 February so that , he could look over employment possibilities; he will retum 
to West Berlin on or about 1$ February. 

13, Comments t We dö not think it worthwhile to keep Subject in West Berlin 

and expose both members of his family and himself to further MfS kidnap attempts. 
We have dealt with Subject since 20 September 191?i; and by now we have gotten at 
some of his leads, e.g», C_ ^ , WOLLE, and SGHÄLÄIG. However, due to the 

doubling of CL 13 we cannot expect much more from Subject« It seems that 

his activities and the activities of members of his family are being taped at 
least periodically by the MfS and that sooner or later the MfS might be able to 
surveil Subject to his meetings with BECHIPPLB-2 in spite of the counter-sur- 
veillance measures BECHIPPLE-2 has instructed Subject to take before every meet- 
ing. In addition, any future DSU bärge leads appearing at Subject's home or 
seen going there might also be picked up -by an MfS surveillance. 

lij.« tot ended Action ; BECRIPPLE-2 will meet again with SCHALWIG and WOLLE 
if th^ returni to #est Berlin and will take appropriate security precautions 
during any such meetings. Since there is a Chance that both are stili clean, 
we will not write them off prior to further contact, assessment, interrogation, 
and possible LCFLUTTIK, Upon the departure of Subject from West Berlin we will 
no longer be able to meet STANGE, but contact ivith him was being raaintained only 
to get the waterway charts from him and we should be able to obtain these from 
other sources.
